THE FUTURE WITH DTV 


For those of you wondering what your TV 
dial is going to look like after the analogs bite 
the dust, I'd recommend a look at Doug 
Smith’s website, www.w9wi.com. Doug has 
posted a table of final DTV _ channel 
assignments by state, a glimpse into the digital 
television future. In it you'll find the final resting 
place of your local television stations. 

An interesting sideline to this table is a table 
of lowband digital stations which was _ put 
together by Bill Hepburn from Doug’s list. What 
we find is that low band VHF will be almost 
completely open. As of today there are only 
about forty (4-0) digital stations who will be 
using channels two through six and only four 
stations will be using channel 4! Of course 
there could be one or two corrections to the list 
as we approach zero-hour, but for the most 
part, the list is very accurate. We have it, and if 
we have space for it we'll put it in this VUD. It 
won't take up too much space. 


SANGEAN HDT-1X 


There’s an updated version of the HDT-1 
available from Sangean. It costs a little bit 
more, about $50.00 more. It allows the user to 
force HD stations into analog mode and to dim 
the annoying blue display when the radio is 
turned off. They’ve also put in a stereo 
indicator and added a feature that outputs 


analog on one channel and stereo on the 
other, for comparison. Chris Cervantez says it 
overloads less. I’ve also read a review of this 
tuner online. It was written by a Brian Beezley 
and Brian found a few of the technical 
specifications on this tuner were actually worse 
than on the HDT-1. But many of us would 
never hear a difference.

WLJC-65 Beattyville, Kentucky has received 
permission to go dark and become a DITV- 
only station on channel 7. Besides the typical 
economic and protection of new two-way 
services arguments, WLJC notes their analog 
transmitter was destroyed by lightning in 
October 2006, and has been off the air ever 
since. The Commission agreed it was not in 
the public interest to require a non-profit 
station to replace a transmitter that would be 
removed from the air in 18 months. 


At the same time, the Public Notice noted that 
cable/satellite penetration in the station's 
market (Louisville) is only 64%; 36% of 
viewers are still using antennas! 


CHNU-66 Fraser Valley (Vancouver) BC has 
got in a bit of trouble with the CRTC. CHNU is 
licensed as a religious station. At least half of 
primetime programming and 75% of overall 
programming must be religious in nature; all 
remaining programming must be “...programs 
that reflect broadly accepted religious, 
spiritual, ethical or moral values; ...” 


CHNM-42 filed a complaint against their 
competitor, claiming channel 66's program 
schedule showed the station wasn't 
complying with its religious license. 


The CRTC agreed with CHNU's classification 


of Touched by an Angel and 7th Heaven as 
religious programs. They also accepted the 
World Vision infomercials as_ religious 
programming. 


CHNU claimed a number of other prime-time 
programs qualified as "programs that reflect 
broadly accepted religious, spiritual, ethical or 
moral values". The CRTC did not seem quite 
so ready to classify a number of U.S. sitcoms 
in this way! 


They were even less convinced by CHNU's 
claim that Friends belongs in this category! 
(one might argue that the lack of religion — 
and maybe more so, the extramarital sexual 
activity -- reflected in Friends is in fact a 
broadly accepted value, just not accepted by 
religious leaders...) 


CHNU was given until September 1° to 
amend several locally-produced news and 
public-affairs programs to reflect the religious 
nature of the station's license. Because of 
contracts and acquisition delays, they were 
given another three months — until the 1°' of 
2008 — to replace the cited U.S. programs — 
or file an application to remove the religious 
restriction from their license. 


Interesting translator developments _ in 
Minnesota: Upper Midwest Broadcasting 
reports K18HP Jackson is carrying KSTP- 
DT's 2° subchannel, a mix of newscast 
reruns and live radar. And in St. James, 
digital translator K82GX-D is carrying KTCA- 
DT's bitstream in its entirety - both 
subchannels — and the PSIP data, so the 
translator comes up as channels 2-1 and 2-2. 


On a similar vein, the Indian Wells Valley TV 
Booster has begun translating DTV signals 
into Ridgecrest, California. As of June 14", 
they're translating:

For some reason they're still carrying KABC's 
analog signal. On K14AT, they're carrying 
the 28-2 subchannel — not -1 — I'm guessing 
28-2 is a standard-definition simulcast of 
high-definition on 28-1; carrying 28-2 on an 
analog translator would avoid aspect ratio 
problems. (and since the entire KCET-DT 
datastream is being rebroadcast on K51DD, 
they have both subchannels available for 
analog retransmission) 


The IWVTV Booster has two sites; the UHF 
translators are at one site, while the VHF 
(and K14AT) are at another. Their plan is to 
convert the UHF site to digital, and to use the 
VHF site to downconvert those digital signals 
to analog. They indicate they plan to 
continue downconverting to analog “...for as 
long as the FCC will allow us to.”.

Well, first of all, a bit of an apology. | have been AWOL for the past 
couple of months with this column. It’s Summer, and with young kids, | have 
been nearly constantly on the move. Hopefully, | am now back on-track. 

We have made it though the major part of the Summer Sporadic-E 
Season, and | must say, it has been a bit of a disappointment. This is surprising 
considering early signs in May that this might be a good season. Larger 
openings have been few and far between, non-E; days have been plentiful, and 
high-MUF events have been rare. What 144 MHz E, there has been has been 
fleeting across the country, and far from wide-spread when it did happen. 

Despite the less-than-stellar conditions this Summer, | haven’t gone 
through the entire Season without some useful QSOs. As | write, | have worked 
four new countries this Summer. While neither of those countries is particularly 
exciting, and, frankly, they should have been in the log long ago, I'll certainly take 
them. Panama was worked on May 12, with HP3XUG at 0012 UTC; Honduras 
was well over S9 on the thirteenth as HR9/WQ7R was logged at 2250; rare Haiti 
was worked on June 20" with HH4/W3CMP at 0019 (a very tough QSO, btw): 
and Anguilla got in the log on June 28" with VP2EDH at 1923. Anguilla may well 
have been my easiest country ever. | heard the operator off the side of the 
antenna on my QRP (low-power) radio. | turned southeast and worked him first 
call at just 5 Watts. Ah, if they were all that easy! Sadly, | missed out on the 
DXpedition to St. Vincent (J8). Conditions just didn’t pop while the station was 
on — maybe next time! Not much has made it into Memphis trans-Atlantic; the 
East Coast guys have been gobbling that up. But, | did manage a new Canadian 
Province/Territory, as a small group trekked north to a group of islands in 
Nanavut. | will be looking forward to a card from VFOX, the special call the group 
was using. 

During the Season, | have worked a handful a nice, new grids — some of 
which are rare. But, I'll soare you the extended listing; they are all domestic, and 
just not that exciting. 

Tropo has also been rare this Season. By now, | would have expected at 
least one or two opening to the south. We occasionally get fringes of larger Gulf 
tropo openings -- but, not this year, so far, anyway. We did get lucky during the 
June VHF contest. It was an odd opening — one that didn’t seem to show on the 
APRS mappers, implying it was a pretty narrow duct. But, it was fun! The “Grid 
Pirates,” a well-known VHF contest club camped on a mountain in eastern West 
Virginia, and were very busy, indeed. Their station, K8GP, was often S9 here in 
Memphis for hours, bringing in a new state at 0359 on the tenth. Other notable 
contacts during the opening included K3YTL in FN11, a new grid, at 0434. 
That’s well over 800 miles.
